London, Nov. 20.—British government officials today pri- 


vately admitted thc logic of the German claim that allocation of 
her coloaim by the Supreme Council instead of by the League of 
Nations, with Germany not a member thereof, is contrary to the 
treaty of Venailles. They declared, however ,they could not see 
any chance of the League revrsing th Council's action because of 
thc embarrassment which would result from the Allied members 
of the League sitting i njudgment over the heads of their govern- 
ment*. On the other hand some officials expressed the belief that 
Lord Cecil and others would seize the opportunity to "torpedo" 
the Supreme Council and discredit the powers they declare that 
txiriy has taken upon itself. 


In an interview Premier Lloyd George declared "Britain is 


ready to touch elbows with France in their demand for repatria- 
tion of Germany" but he added "first let us fix the amount of thc 
(tcrman debt. We have fought and won against a common en- 
emy. We cannot blot out the past, to which* my heart is attached, 
white arranging peace."
